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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues prinnarily that Yoon does not 
possess the structural elements as recited in claims 1 and 3. specifically an inner member having an expanding member connected 
thereto and an outer member having a wall defining an opening therein. However, Yoon discloses the outer member (20) has a wall 
defining an opening (channels 196), the Inner (16) and outer (20) members are dimensioned for axial movement (for example, see column 
8, lines 59-64), and the expanding member (187) is connected to the inner member such that longitudinal movement of the outer member 
(20) with respect to the inner member (16) is prevented (for example, Figure 4D). Therefore, Yoon does posses the structural elements as 
claimed In claims 1 and 3.
